NEW BANK FOR THE TOWN 
OF WILMINGTON 


The Wilmington Bank and Trust 
Company, a new bank for Wil- 
mington and the first local 
bank in the history of the 
Town, will become a reality if 
a petition filed by a group of 
business and professional men 
within the Town is granted by 
the Board of Bank Incorpora- 
tion. The petition was filed 
with the Board of Bank Incor- 
poration in May of this year, 
and a public hearing will be 
held upon the petition in Room 
207, State House, Boston, Mass 
on Wednesday, September 23, 
1959, at 10 a.m. The people of 
Wilmington are invited to 
attend to lend their support 
to this community project. In 
keeping with the economic 
growth of the Town and having 
in mind the bright prospects 
of the future, this group of 
spirited citizens, feeling 
that Wilmington had a need for 
additional banking facilities, 
filed the petition with the 
Board of Bank Incorporation 
under the provisions of the 
General Laws of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, stat- 
ing that public convenience 
and present banking facilities 
within the Town of Wilmington 
are not sufficient for the 
present day demands or re- 
quirements of the banking 
public. Present plans call for 
the construction of a new and 
modern bank building with 
ample parking facilities as 
well as a drive-in teller’s 
window where deposits may be 
made without leaving your car. 

This added convenience re- 
flects the consideration being 
given to the active business- 
man as well as the woman of 
the family who, according to 
statistics, more and more each 
day uses bank facilities. 


There will be a commercial 
department as well as a sav- 
ings department in the new 
trust company, and it is con- 
templated that safe deposit 
boxes, night depository and 
check accomodations will be 
included in the facilities of 
the bank. These modern banking 
facilities will place the Town 
of Wilmington in the position 
of having the newest and most 
modern banking conveniences 
available in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts.
